It transpires that the Premier, Prince 
Konoye, at yesterday’s Cabinet meeting, sought 
an understanding with his colleagues regarding 
a four-year plan of replenishment of national re- 
sources on the assumption that the present 
“China Incident” will continuefor four years, or 
that several years more will be required to secure 
a fundamental settlement of the China question 
even if the present “incident” be settled before 
long. — 

The four-year plan of replenishment of na- 
oral resources has already been studied by the 
National Planning Board, and will be worked out 
in close co-operation and co-ordination with the 
six-year national defence plan which was started 
by the army last year, and also with the five-year 


industrial development plan for Manchukuo. 


‘Tho plan calls for  co-ordinat- 
ed development of industrial, 
economic and: financial — re- 
sources, with special stress on 
development of heavy indus- 
tries. 

In secordance with the deci- 
sion taken at yesterday's Cab- 
inct meeting, the counsellors of 
the National Planning Board, 
who are composed of the per- 
manent vice-ministers of the 
various departments, held a 
conference this morning to ela- 
borate the new four-year plan. 

The plan is expected to be 
completed before January 22, 
when the Diet re-moets follow- 
ing the New Year recess.— 
Reuter.

IN HONG KONG 


George Pistorius, the 
last of the Troubadours, 
is in Hong Kong. 


Paradoxically, he comes ‘ from 
Ameriea, Land of All Things Mo- 
dern. His Southern musical voice 
tells you how he “made tops’ ag 
a sttdent in Germany, was a Pro- 
tessor of Music in St. Louis, an 
orchestra player at the Missouri 
Theatre, 

Then, wham, camo the Vepres- 
sion! He Jost his job and found 
the Idea, “I flgured my violin 
could always make a living for 
me. I just set out travelling 

studying the music of the 
countries I visited.” 

That is how George Pistorius 
came at last to Hong Kong and 
why the sweet.voice of his violin 
may be expected to be heard in 
the Colony shortly. 

ROUGH VOYAGE 

A bearded figure with a shock 
of wavy hair, he arrived yester- 
day in the 8. Taiping after a 
wild yoyage from Manila, come to 
the’ Orient to sfudy ’ Eastern 
music, for this “modern Marco 
Polo with-a fiddle” is more than 
a fiddle player; ho regards him- 
self more as a musical research 
student.

Ife spent 
months in New Zealand studying 
Maori music and was a little 
disuppointed owing to the intru- 
sion of Europeanised influences. 
In Australia he studied aboriginal 
music und played in all tho lead- 
ing cities.

In.the Far East he proposes to 
play himself from place to place 
meanwhile continuing ‘his re- 
searches into the native music of 
this part of the world, Java, Siam, 
India,

. Hardships in the camps un- 
der Japanese military control 
are indescribably tragic. 

Living on a dict which barely 
keeps them alive, weakened by 
hunger and cold, these poor people 
—many of them once wealthy 
landowners—in addition to being 
exposed to every epidemic, have 
te andergo tho added torture of 
having thelr loved ones ruthlessly 
torn from them at the whim of 
the | Japanese military authori- 
ties. 

WAR VICTIM 

Our informant, who: for obvious 
reasons prefers to remain anony- 
mous, has been working among 
the war victims since the — out- 
break of hostilities, 

Her own home was ono of the 
first to be affected by the war 
and she, a refugee herself, spared 
heraclf no effort and performed 
her duties in the face of shot and 
shell, until reduced to such a state 
of nervous tension that her health 
was beginning to suffer. 

“Although I know Iam in a 
British Colony and perfectly safe,” 
she said, “I still become per- 
fectly horror-stricken at the 
sound of an acroplane, 

“l hear the roar in the  dis- 
tanee and unconsciously I wait 
for the whining roar which marks 
the power-dive and then the dull 
boom of the exploding bomb. 
Fortunately it docs not come but 
I'm afraid that aeroplanes of any 
description will always fill me 
with dread in the future. . 

80,000 DESTITUTES 

“T understand that in the vari- 
ous centres throughout Shang- 
hai,” she went on, “there are 
more than 80,000 destitutes, that 
is, people who have Jost all their 


mund at our camp, for 1,000 young 
and. able-bodied men. What hap- 
pened to them, I have nover been 
able to find out for certain. Either 
they were pressed into service as 
soldiers, or, more likely, they were 
drafted into a Labour Corps. 

“Tho most terrible ‘aspect of 
theso wholesalo kidnappings, 
however, wns the fact that young 
women were also taken awny in 
large numbers—so many por 
thousand Japanese — soldlera— 
ostensibly to cook and wash for 
them. Their fate can be imagined. 

TREATED LIKE BEASTS 

“It is all too horrible for those 
not in amongst it to really appre- 
ciate. 


These are supposed to be 
civilised days. While a good 
many of the sufferers are peasants 
and Jabourers, there ara many 
thousands more, cultured people 
from xmall towns which have fall- 
en into Japancse hands, who have 
been accustomed to comfort and 
even luxury. 

.“Imagine the stale of mind. of 
these people, men and women. 
Treated like beasts with no hope 
of escape or redress. Imagine the 
feclings of the older people who 
have been bereft of their families. 
All of them are entirely at the 
mercy of the Japanese and can 
do nothing. 


“Iam golng to America where I 
have been invited to make a serles 
of talks and you may be sure I 
shall not spare my listeners any 
of the ghastly details.”

“Apart from the question of 
funds—which is acute cnough—is 
the problem of getting the sup- 
plies when you have the money. 
In thé early days of the war, in- 
dividual purchases of rice were 
limited to one dollar per person. 
We got around this to some ex- 
tent by visiting all the rice shops 
we could find in turn. 

“With so many mouths to feed, 
we had to be content with supply- 
ing oa many as we could with a 
diet which would barely sustain 
life. 


RICE DEATHS 


“Tho rice now {a boiled until it 
is very soft and is then distribut- 
ed with a variety of soup made by 
bofling quantities of vegetables in 
huge containers, and then adding 
a good deal of sajt in order to 
make it palatable. : 

“Earlier 6n, before cooking 
facilities had been arranged, rice 
was distributed raw. Famished 
people would snatch it up and de- 
vour It in its raw state, ‘Thia 
promoted thirst and they .drank 
till they could hold no more. 

“The results were shocking. The 
water caused the rice to swell anil 
thousands suffered horrifying 
-deaths. ‘ 

JAPANESE VISITATIONS 


“Apart from the problem of

SOLDIERS .FOR PEACE 


HIE American Ambassador to Germany, returning to Wash- 

ington, puts into plain language the thought of every close 
observer of the international situation when he sounds the doom 
of peace efforts and proclaims that another great war threatens. 
Every sign on every hand points, it seems tragic to admit, in the 
same: futile direction. Diplomacy is engaged'in the usual pre- 
liminaries to a large-scale conflagration—manoeuvring for posi- 
tion. Arms are being built so feverishly that a Mussolini order 
for two more 36,000-ton battleships: scarcely evokes comment. 
The effect is merely incentive to increase the pace elsewhere. It 
is a gloomy picture and the gloomiest feature of it is that the 
suicidal preparations continue in the face of absolute conviction 
everywhere that nobody wants the war, would do anything — 
except to cease mensures for sxclf-defence—to avoid it. Fear 
and suspicion have become the dominant factor and statesman- 
ship is baffled. : . 

The insanity of it all is emphasised, if emphasis were needed, 
by the progress recently made in a movement among ex-Service- 
men in Europe to heal the breaches;between peoples, There is 
grave renson to fear that the movement has been too late in de- 
velopment, but at least it stands as an inspiration to peacemakers 
and as a warning to young. hotheads whose martial ardour is 
measured in inverse ratio to their realisation of what war really 
means. A short while ago, there was 2 meeting in London he- 
tween the Sceretary of State for War and a delegation of Italian 
war veterans, who afterwards paid a visit to France and to 
Germany.

(Comite 
International Permanent). The C.1.Pv knits together the ex- 
service associations in Austria, Belgium, British Empire (Brit- 
ish Legion), Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, France, Germany, Greece, 
Hungary, Italy, Poland, Rumania, United States of America, and 
Yugoslavia. . Signor Deleroix called the international mecting. in 
Rome in November of last year which decided on the formation 
of the C.LP. 

The formation of the C.I.P. is a development of ex-soldiers’ 
contacts with each other in various countries which have been 
steadily cultivated for some years past. The construction of 
war cemeteries and of memorials to the unknown dead on the 
French battlefields has elicited willing German co-operation with 
British and French organisations. Among service associations 
in different countrics there began occasional meetings. One of 
the most appenling notey struck was that by Herr Rudolf ‘Hess, 
Herr Hitler's close friend, at a mass meeting at Konigsberg on 
July 8, 1934. In a remarkably outspoken address he emphasised 
the respect.for each other felt by French and German ex-soldiers, 
their common hatred of war from personal experience, and tha 
seall to their organisations—and to the ex-soldiers of ali nations 
—to work for an enduring international understanding for the 
sake of humanity and civilisation. The British Legion was 
prompt to take the cue. In 1936 its chairman, Major Fetherston- 
Godley (knighted at the Coronation for his efforts) and Colonel 
Crosfield (a past chairman), organised delegations to Germany 
and . Italy. It wasn bold decision to strike out for: a new 
international body, but the British Legion undertook it. There 
was ready response from the Italians.under Signor Delcroix, a 
man, a8 Colonel Crosficld: writes, “of. fine intellect and indomit- 
able spirit.”. The C.I.P. resulted. Upon its meeting in Berlin 
last February the delegates of all countries were given by. Herr 
Hitler a three hours’ intimate reception at Berchtesgaden. The 
French delegates “were so pleased that they begged him to come 
to France.’ The Czechs were also agrecably surprised; on 
the impression they carried home the Czech Foreign Minister 
modified a speech on German relations in the Czech Parliament. 
The British Legion’s representatives have during the- past 
two years visited their “opposite numbers” in every country 
which took part in the war, urging reconciliation on their common 
tics ag ex-soldiers. In Italy, their friendly reception by Musso- 
lini was advertised by repeated. wireless broadcasts and by. re- 
ports in every Italian newspaper. The future dovelopment of 
this work for international goodwill ought to be watched and 
encouraged, and made much more widely known than its begin- 
nings have been.
